A Z2OTH CENTURY PILGRIMAGE TO THE HOLY LAND by Bob Stevens 
PART I — JERUSALEM, BETHLEHEM, BETHANY 


In February a group of 26 people, led by the Revd Kenneth Reeves, made a 7-day 
pilgrimage to the Holy Land, first staying in Jerusalem, then at Tiberias on the 
western shore of Lake Galilee: in many ways it was a moving experience. 

Throughout history Israel has always been a meeting place and in Biblical times the 
centre of the known world; invaded from the east by the Assyrians, the Babylonians 
and the Persians, from the south by the Egyptians, from the north by the Seleucids 
and from the west by the Greeks and Romans ~- there is much to see and learn. 
Spiritually it remains a meeting place for each of the great religions of Judaism, 
Christianity and Islam: to each it is a Holy Land. For the Jews it is the Promised 
Land to which they have returned in huge numbers during this century. For the 
Christians it is the country where God became man and dwelt amongst us. We read 
and study the Gospels but the physical 'on the spot’ encounter allied with our 
thoughts and imagination strengthens our belief. 

One such encounter, in the very heart of Christendom, was the celebration of 
Eucharist for the party by the Very Revd John Tidy, the Dean of Jerusalem, in St 
George's Anglican Cathedral. Similar services were taken by Canon Christopher Hall 
and the Revd Andrew Milton, both members of our group, in Jerusalem and Tiberias 
respectively, whilst our final Eucharist was celebrated by the Revd Kenneth Reeves 
out of doors on the shore of Lake Galilee with the sunlight glistening on the 
waters. Often we were transported back in time into another world as one of us read 
aloud from the New Testament a passage appropriate to the spot on which we stood. 
Jerusalem itself with the Church of Ascension, Dome of the Rock, the Garden of 
Gethsemane, Via Dolorosa, the Church of the Holy Sepulchre and the Garden Tomb 
conjured up for us the agony of Christ, His Crucifixion and His Resurrection whilst 
even the paving slabs, carved with dice games, in the Lithostrotus Convent, seemed 
to re~echo to the beat of the Roman soldiers’ copper nailed sandals and Pontius 
Pilate saying: "I find in him no fault at all". 

Later in the tour, whilst sailing across Lake Galilee to Capernaum, we were 
accompanied by pilgrims from the USA - a most reverent and touching experience was 
the service they held which brought to mind the teachings of our Lord and His 
walking over the waves. Amongst the Lakeside ruins of Capernaum we saw the home of 
St Peter and later, at Tabgha, the site of the feeding of the Five Thousand, more 
mental pictures were triggered. Previously in Bethlehem a tiny door, set in a large 
blocked up archway so fashioned to prevent the Mamelukes horseriding into the 
Church of the Nativity, had led us down into the grotto where Jesus was born and 
brought visions of the Adoration of the Shepherds and the visit of the Magi. 
Nazareth, Cana and Caesarea Philippi, to name but a few places, each in turn 
brought to life passages from the Bible. 

One delightful interlude was to visit the Girls Orthodox School in Bethany and meet 
Rasha Bsesu, a young Arab girl, whom Deddington Parish Church sponsors, Out of some 
300 pupils about 160 are similarly sponsored through the Bible Lands Society. The 
money so subscribed finances salaries, books, furniture and educational equipment. 
Without such help the school could not function, Our reception was overwhelming; 
the children were so pleased to see us and welcomed us with songs. Before we 
departed we left behind diaries for senior pupils, a doll for Rasha, illustrated 
teacloths for the administrator and the headmistress, and a print of Ken 
Langstaff's Deddington for the school.

THE MOTHERS' UNION The story continues 

In 1910 a Watch Committee was formed and the Mothers’ Union were asked to give 
evidence at a Commission considering marriage and divorce. Four years later they 
gave evidence to a Select Committee in the House of Commons for the first time. The 
Watch Committee has become the Social Concern Department and gives meaning to our 
4th and 5th Object ‘promoting stable family life and helping those whose family 
life has met with adversity’. Its activities fall into three main categories: 
legislation, caring services and communication. The work is carried out at Central 
Office, in the Diocese and in the Branches. 

This Department is invited by Government and other authorities to consider and 
comment on proposed legislation which affects the family, eg divorce, prostitution 
and sexual offences. The Mothers’ Union opinion is increasingly being sought by 
court, commissions and non governmental bodies on such matters as conciliation, 
abortion, human fertilization and embryology. Other concerns are Aids, drug 
addiction, cults and unemployment. Facts are studied and action taken. 

Under the 'Away from it all' scheme, children and adults under stress are given 
holidays either in members’ homes or paid accommodation - this varies from Diocese 
to Diocese. During 1992 Oxford dioceses provided 10 holidays at Butlins, the money 
being raised by members in the Branches. Several members who live near the Oxford 
Hospitals provide accommodation for relatives of those who are seriously ill, or 
who are casualties of road accidents. 

The 'Message Home Scheme' enables people of all ages who have run away from home to 
send a confidential message to their family or friends. The Scheme telephone 
numbers are publicised widely by posters and cards. 

Bereaved parents, victims of violence, lone parents etc can look to Mothers’ Union 
members for friendship and support. Training for a better informed membership is 
fostered by Central and Diocesan conferences and members are involved in many 
caring activities.

THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON - MORE THAN 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 

The population of Deddington has varied thorugh the ages - by no means always 
steady growth. At the time of the Domesday Book there were 450-500 people, in the 
‘14th century 200 household - it was then as big as Banbury and the largest town in 
the county after Oxford. By the early 17th century over 1000 people lived here, but 
it was now well behind Banbury. The first national census was held in 1801 when 
the population had grown to 1550 and by 1831 to 2000. This seems to have been its 
hey day, and perhaps the town was overcrowded for the Vestry then was empowered to 
support Emigration Schemes and 50 people from the Parish set sail for America - 
sadly many of them died of cholera on the boat on the way there. By 1901, numbers 
had decreased to 1500 and were down again in 1960, but by 1978 had risen to 1600.
